survey during the 1993 Spring 
Semester. A total of fifty-eight 
(58) students responded to the LBS 
101 survey, while a total of forty- 
nine (49) students responded to the 
LBS 102 survey. 

When compared with the results of 
the first survey which was conducted 
during the Winter Quarter 1990-91, 
overall ratings of the UA sessions 
were higher in 1993 (84 per cent of 
LBS 102 respondents giving the 
sessions a grade of either 4 or 5 
(the top end of the scale) compared 
with 58 per cent from 1990) .
